A NEW CHURCH, 


Next Thing the Silwerites Will Want 
a New Heaven, 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

. CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—The silver peo- 
ple also would have a church. They 
are emphatic in denying that the recent 
pold talk from some city pulpits has 
turned them away from the established 
fold. They say that the poor and hum- 
ble are not welcome in the churches, 
and that they propose to make them 
welcome ina downtown church. They 
call th lves Methodists, Episcopa- 
lians and Presbyterians, but they all 
firmly profess the silver doctrine. 

“This undertaking of the establishment 
of a popular, humanitarian church is 
borne chiefly on the shoulders of the 
Rev. Flavius J. Brobst, who was one 
of the most active speakers for the sil- 
ver forces in the late campaign and 
spoke under the direction of the Demo- 
cratic Central Committee. With him 
are associated Col. C. A. Crum of the 
United Silver party; Charles P. Suey, 
an Episcopalian and secretary of the 
United Silver party; Prof. R. M. John- 
eon, a Presbyterian and a member of 
the Executive Committee of the same 
organization; David Shanahan, who 
represents the Catholic sentiment in 
the movement; George A. Williams, 
who was prominent in the silver move- 
ménht; J. P. Bishop and Col. Drake.

The Tower and Part of St. George’s 

3 Church Burned,

LONDON, Nov. 18.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The tower and part of the body 
of St. George’s Church in Hanover 
Square, the most famous church in 
London for fashionable weddings, were 
destroyed by fire this evening. St. 
George’s Church has been famous for 
marriages in high life in London for 
many years. In the early part of Queen 
Victoria’s reign fashionable weddings 
were celebrated there almost exciu- 
sively, and the great Duke of Welling- 
ton was in constant request to give 
away brides. 

It was at St. George’s on April 30,

Watterson Still Sees Rocks Ahead 
for-the Republic. 


The “Gorgon of Agrarianism” Has 
Frightened Him. 


Says the Wiping Ont of the Free- 
Silver Frenzy is not the End of 
the Nation’s Troables—Would Do 
Away with the Protection Idea, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

PARIS, Nov. 9.—(Special Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press, 
Wired from Néw York, Nov. 18.) Hon. 
Henry Watterson, editor of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, who was promi- 
nently urged for the nomination for 
the Presidency at the Indianapolis 
convention, but whose name was for- 
mally withdrawn, has remained in this 
city since the election. His views upon 
the result of the national campaign 
just closed have been furnished in an 
interview. 

“The election of McKinley,’”’ said Mr. 
Watterson today, “is but the begin- 
ning of the end of the struggie which 
onée way and another has been going 
on in the United States for twenty 
years. It began in the West and 
South for a fiat money. No sooner was 
the Greenback party disposed of than 
the Free Silver party took its place. 
Other questions being at the front, and 
few of our public men experts in coin- 
age, free silver was able to commit to 
the new monetary delusion many men 
who,but for their ignorance on this par- 
ticular question, could never have been 
reached, and who were sound to the 
core as to the national credit and a 
.safe, stable circulating medium. 
Among these public men was Mr. Mc- 
Kinley himself. 

“The leaders of the fiat-money move- 
ment, reinforced by the silver-mine- 
owners, finally made an incision into 
the Republican party and got posses- 
sion of the machinery of the Demo- 
cratic party. This culminated in the 
nomination and defeat of Mr. Bryan. 
With that defeat ends the free-silver 
frenzy and danger of a 16-to-1-kind. 
But the elements of disorder it has 
called into being and the agrarian is- 
sues it has set into motion are left 
upon the scene, and we may be sure 
these will continue their assaults upon 
the life of the nation and the integrity 
of the people until they are swept out 
of existence in 1900. Mr. McKinley’s 
election settles nothing. It merely re- 
moves fiat money and depreciated sil- 
ver dollars from among the _ rocks 
ahead.”’. 

Mr. Watterson was pronounced in 
declaring the union between the Re- 
publicans and gold Democrats could 
not last. Asked whether he did not 
‘think the Republican victory has been 
so overwhelming as to carry all be- 
fore it, Mr. Watterson said: 

“For the time being, yes. The Repub- 
lican party has had in its time great 
good fortune. It has shown itself a 
clever opportunist. But it cannot rest 
its case upon the doctrine of protection. 
Neither as a poiicy, nor asa theory, nor 
as a keynote can protectionism hold its 
own or stand alone. It is a war with 
the genius of American institutions. It 
should be no longer necessary. It never 
was truly necessary to the American 
manufacturer. It is the father of pa- 
ternalism and the godfather of Popu- 
lism. It sets examples to those who im- 
agine that wealth may be created by 
legisiation. It imposes grievous bur- 
dens on the agricultural classes. Dur-

The issue then was, 
‘Are the people capable of self-gov- 
ernment” If Jefferson had failed, the 
Federalist party would have gone on 
suppressing individual liberty and con- 
solidating the central power, until we 
should have had. a republic in name 
only—a Florentine commonwealth, per- 
haps a line of Medician princes. But 
Jefferson succeeded, and the written 
law of the land, strictly construed, was 
secured to the people. In 1900 we shall 
have to face the same general question 
in a new form, and the issue will be 
under existing conditions: ‘Are or- 
derly government and popular govern- 
ment concurrent pdssibilities” If we 
are to have many Presidential cam- 
paigns like the one just ended, they 
are not.

To 
cling with tenacity to so untenable 
and, as has since been revealed, to so 
profitless a system of labor, to say 
nothing about morals, was singularly 
short-sighted in the public men of the 
South; but to take the field in its he- 
half and against such odds, seems in- 
conceivable from the standpoint of ra- 
tional statesmanship. But the South 
did it, and dearly paid the conse- 
quences. Let the East take to itself the 
lesson of the South. In its concentra- 
tion of the wealth of the country and 
in its ostentatious display of this 
wealth, in the gradual cultivation. of 
caste, in the tendency to hug its vast 
riches and in the finding of means to 
keep its millions at home, let it behold 
a danger it will do well to consider in 
the light of both ancient and modern 
history, and if it has any real states- 
men they cannot put their genius and 
resources to better uses than by the 
construction of policies which will 
bring them allowances and make them 
friends—policies wise and broad, justi- 
fying in some measure the unlimited 
accumulations they have been able to 
nile up in such a relatively short com- 
pass of time. 
“Those accretions not only serve to 
breed corruption among themselves, 
but they unite against the simple 
rights of property all the forces of cu- 
pidity and rapine, operating on agra- 
rian and sectional lines.

BROKEN ON THE ROCKS. 


LOSS OF THE STEAMER ‘MEMPHIS 
AND ELEVEN MEN. 


The Vessel Wrecked in the Fog at 
Dunlough Bay—The Crew Takes 
to the Rigging but Drop Off One 
by One Until Few are Left. 


' (BY ASSOCIATED PRESS -WIRE.) 

BRISTOL (Eng.,) Nov. 18.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) The. Britisn steamer 
Memphis, Capt. Williams, trom Mon- 
treal for Avonmouth, is ashore at Dun- 
lough Bay. Soon after being stranded 
the crew took to the rigging, and her 
perilous position being noticed, the 
coast guard sent for the rucKet appa- 
ratus. 

The .gaie Was blowing so strongly 
that only the captain and a part of the 
crew of the Memphis were sayed. It is 
believed that nine men were fost. Cat- 
tle and ether portions of the steamer’s 
cargo are now wasning ashore. Her hull 
is completely submerged, ana only the 
upper masts can be seen above the 
water. 

‘rhe Memphis struck the rocks last 
evening. It is known that twelve men 
were lost. 

The Memphis has been broken in two 
on the rocks. The body of the carpen- 
ter of the ship has been picked up off 
Browhead. 

The Daily Mail reports the Memphis 

struck at 5:30 o’clock Tuesday evening. 
The fog and the heavy sea made it im- 
possible to render any assistance to 
those on board until daylight. By 2 
o'clock in the morning the vessel began 
to break up and the crew took to the 
rigging. Exposed to the bitter cold 
and drenched by the seas, several of 
them succumbed and dropped off, while 
othérs were washed away. Altogether 
eleven men were drowned. 
The survivors, upon reaching shore, 
were given succor at the farmhouses in 
the vicinity. Some have gone to Crook 
Haven and others will follow today. 
The work of salvage on the wreck has 
already -commenced. An enormous 
quantity of wreckage is being washed 
ashore. 

The Times’ account of the wreck 
says the Memphis was proceeding 
cautiously and whistling. She struck 
about 9:30 o’clock at night and filled 
immediattly. The captain ordered the 
boats. lowered. One. of them was 
smashed and two men were drowned. 
The other occupants reached the rocks 
overhanging the shore, but five of them 
were subsequently washed off and 
drowned. Many of those who were 
saved were in almost naked condition.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—One of the 
ten-inch disappearing guns has been 
successfully tested at Willet’s Point. 
The trial was under the direction of 
Capt. W. A. Crozier, who is one of 
the inventors of the Buffington-Crozier 
carriage, upon which the two guns 
nere are mounted. The other gun and 
carriage had been tested at Sandy 
Hook befere they were brought here. 
Since the two guns have been placed 
here they have been the pride of the 
post. The work of mounting them 
was completed a few days ago. The 
projectiles which the guns throw are 
of steel, with pointed ends, and weigh 
pounds each, 

The one used in the test at Willet’s 
Point was of the same style and 
weight, but was made of cast-iron, 
steel. being too expensive, it is said, to 
be used in practice. The guns are 
loaded at the breech. When the projec- 
tile was raised by means of a small 
derrick attachment of the gun and 
pushed home, a charge of 140 pounds 
of powder was brought in bags and 
put in the breech. A short-time rig 
was in readiness for the first shot. 

Communication~ was had with the 
signal station which had been ar- 
ranged at Davis Island and Sand’s 
Point to be sure that the range was 
clear before the shot was fired. The 
gun was aimed at about due east. 

Sailing vessels were tacking back 
and forth across the range, and it was 
some time before the range was re- 
ported to be clear. Finally, Lieut. 
Wheler shouted that all was ready. 
The spectators stuffed their ears and 
braced themselves for the shock. The 
officers came the command to fire, and

Maj. Bazan of Weyler’s Staff Says the

TAMPA (Fla.,) Nov. 18.—Cuban lead- 
ers here today received information 
that the insurgents have just won one 
of the most important battles fought 
on the island during the war. The bat- 
tle was in Pinar del Rio, but no details 
are given. Cubans here are rejoicing, 
as this id the first real battle since 
Weyler took the field. 

WILL ABANDON THE FIGHT. 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) Nov. 18.—Passen- 
gers by steamer from Havana, which 
arrived very late, report that Gen. 
Luque has been wounded in Pinar del 
Rio. 


Capt.-Gen. Weyler will return at once 
to the city. The Spanish merchants and 
others on Murella street are very indig- 
nant over the report. . 
RESIGNATION REPORTED. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—A _ private 
dispatch wag received in this city to- 
night from Madrid to the effect that 
Gen. Weyler had resigned as Captain- 
General of the Spanish army in Cuba 
and Gen. Prando had been named by 
the government as his successor. 

REBEL REVERSES. 

HAVANA, Nov. 18.—Gen. Munoz, who 
is now suffering from sickness, has had 
two engagements with the insurgents 
at Sitio and Hondu. The’enemy left 
eighteen killed on the field, and retired 
without its wounded. The troops had 
one captain and one soldier killed and 
twenty-five wounded.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18:—A special to 
the World from Key West says private 
advices from the Cuban insurgent lines 
via Matanzas are that the rebel briga- 
dier-general, Bernardo Solo, formerly 
President of Costa Rica, has been killed 
in a skirmish with Spanish guerrillas 
on the Havana border. 

Gen. Solo accompanied Calixto Gar- 
cia’s expedition to Cuba, joining the 
personal staff of Maximo Gomez. It is 
understood tHat when killed he was in 
command of a brigade of Oriental re- 
cruits, which Gomez had dispatched 
from Puerto Principe to reinforce Gen.

Twen- 
ty-one recruits are said to have been 
forwarded from this city to Cuba and 
another party of eighteen is now being 
organized. All the men _ secured for 
both parties are said to be American 
citizens, few of them being of Cuban 
blood. 

In addition a large sum of money is 
said to have been raised here in behalf 
of the insurgents. The headquarters of 
the organization is in a downtown lodg- 
ing-house and is in charge of Capt. Al- 
fred Leaon, a veteran Cuban _ revolu- 
tionist, who says he has taken part in 
three Cuban uprisings. He says similar 
local organizations are being estab- 
lished in every city of size in the 
United States. 

THE SPANISH LOAN. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The follow- 
ing has been received by cable from 
official Spanish sources: 

“MADRID, Nov. 17.—The amount 
known to have been subscribed to- 
ward the new loan is 522,000,000 pese- 
tas (nearly $1,000,000.) Many of the 
provinces have yet to report. The gov- 
ernment has decided to send _ 10,000 
men to the Philippine Islands in addi- 
tion to the 6000 now on their way 
there.” 

CHEERED BY THE NEWS. 

HAVANA, Nov. 18.—The Marquis of 
Apezteguia, a Cuban and the leader of 
the Conservative party in Cuba, has 
received the following cablegram from 
Sefior Canovas, the Spanish Premier, 
acknowledging the receipt of the re- 
cent manifesto of three political par- 
ties in the island of Cuba, the Con- 
servative, the Reform and the Autono- 
mistic, in which they and their mem- 
bers pledged their loyal support to 
the mother country in aiding her to 
suppress the rebellion in Cuba: 

“Marquis of Apezteguia: I beg Your 
Excellency to convey the following in- 
formation to the signers of the tele- 
gram. I duly gave Her Majesty the 
information in the telegram in which 
you advise the patriotic unanimity 
and accord of the three political par- 
ties in Cuba, stating that they will up- 
hold the banners of their respective 
parties during the devastating war in 
Cuba; that they will rank themselves

“Her Majesty has commanded me to 
state this accord gives her heartfelt 
pleasure.

NOT AN EASY TIME. 

HAVANA, Nov. 18.—Little news re- 
garding the captain-general’s opera- 
tions against the insurgents in Pinar 
del Rio was allowed to leak out from 
the palace today. Maj. Bazan of the 
Spanish commander’s staff, however, 
arrived here today from the front. He 
Says the operations are most difficult, 
and adds that the captain-general slept 
two rainy nights on the ground with- 
out blankets, and had been several 
times without meals. The major further 
says the captain-general yesterday was 
between Zoroa and Candelaria. 

In spite of the fact that the weather 
has greatly improved in Pinar del Rio, 
and the authorities assert the health 
of troovs in the field shows improve- 
ment. Seven hundred sick men have al- 
ready arrived here and 300 more are 
expected to reach the city during the 
day. Local newspapers are raising pop- 
ular subscriptions to provide funds to 
make Christmas presents to the troops. 
Each newspaper, with this object in 
view, will publish a special edition on 
Christmas night. 

FRANK OSGOOD ALIVE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—José

HAD A BIG HEART. 


JOHN RANDOLPH FINALLY DIES 
BECAUSE OF IT. 


Enlargement Downward Had Inter- 
fered with His Stomach So That 
the Taking of Solid Food Ap- 
peared Almost Impossible. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 
PORTLAND (Or.,) Nov. 18.—(Special 
Dispatch.) John Randolph died here 
tonight with his heart enlarged to. the 
size of a bullock’s. He has for years 
been doing the arduous labor of long- 
shoreman on the river front. Randolph 
was a widower with three young chil- 
dren. The oldest, a girl, looked after 
the household duties. He had not com- 
plained of serious pain beyond a short- 
mess of the breath at times, and when 
tonight, while seating hintself ata 
table, he fell suddenly forward and ex- 
pired, the children and friends of the 
family feared possibly foul play had 
occurred. Coroner Koehler held an in- 


quest, with an autopsy. The condition 


of the man’s heart was something fear- 
ful. How it had been possible for him to 
exist, much less perform the hard, man- 
ual labor through which he supported 
himself and family during the years 
past, is a marvel to the surgeons. 
Randolph’s heart had so enlarged 
that pressing into cavities of the chest 
it had so reduced the cellular space of 
the lungs that only about one-fifth of 


the air cells could be brought into play.. 


The enlargement downward had inter- 
fered with the stomach in such a man- 
ner that it is impossible to conceive 
how any but liquid food could be taken 
by the man. Yet in,this physical con- 
dition the poor fellow had daily ap- 
peared on the docks ready for work, 
and when given it, tried his utmost to 
hold up his end, generally succeeding 
through the kind-hearted consideration 
of his brother workmen who, when 
Randolph stopped for breath, either 
went along with his truck or passed 
him out of line of hurrying men _ until 
he could recover. 

Even with this advantage it is amaz- 
ing to the surgeons that he could have 
taken sufficient oxygen into his com- 
pressed lungs to enable him to walk, 
much less trundle a cargo truck, for 
the air he inhaled at each breath was 


less than that required by a healthy : 


six-year-old lad. 


WAS AN ACCIDENT. 


Drowning of the Spute Family not 
Caused by Him. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


DENVER, Nov. 18.—Intense indigna- 
tion has been aroused over the arrest of 
Andrew J. Spute, a grocer, on the 
charge of having murdered his wife and 
five children who were drowned by the 
capsizing of a boat on Smith’s Lake 
October 25. Four persons who wit- 
nessed the capsizing agree that it was 
entirely accidental, Spute himself being 
\rescued with great difficulty. 

A short time before the accident he 
had taken out an accident insurance 
policy for $10,000 on his wife’s life. Re- 
cently it became known that he was 
on intimate terms with Nellie Davis, a 
woman of bad repute, before the loss of 
his family. This is the only known evi- 
dence against him. When this was 
laid before the District Attorney and 
the Sheriff a warrant was sworn out 
for his arrest on the charge of murder. 
He has not yet been indicted, nor has 
he had a hearing. 

It now appears that the case against 
him was worked up by a detective who 
was connected with a law firm which 
he had employed to look after his in- 
terests and who had taken $100 from 
him as a retainer. Nellie Davis was 
released under $500 bonds this after- 
soon. She denies that she ever told 
anybody that Spute taught her to 
swim in Salt Lake last summer. Her 
alleged statement to this effect was 
regarded as a piece of evidence against 
Spute, as he had said after the drown- 
ing of his family that he could not 
swim. 


LANDSLIDES AND WASHOUTS. 


Montana and Others East Cat Off 
from the Coast.

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Nov. 18: — A 


special to the Tribune from Helena, 
Mont., says: “This State and all others 
east of and including Idaho are to- 
night shut off from the coast, owing 
to the landslides and. washing out of 
the bridges on the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern railways. Both 
systems have abandoned all through 
trains, and are refusing to. accept 
coast-bound passengers. Both roads 
are looking for lines to carry their 
freight standing on sidetracks and 
passengers who left the East before 
the blockade occurred. Last night 
was the coldest night Montana has ex- 
perienced in November for years.”

BUTCHERED FOR MONEY. | 


A WIDOW AND DAUGHTER OF LIB- 
ERTY, MO., MURDERED. 


Robbers Fire at Them Through the 
Windows of Their Home and 
Then Pursue Them into Their 
Bedroom-—Fifty Taken. 


ae (BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

’ KANSAS CITY, Nov. 18.—Mrs. Foley, 
a widow aged 60 years, and her unmar- 
ried daughter, Fanny, aged 40, were 
found murdered in their home near 
Liberty, Mo., early this morning. Wil- 
liam Foley, aged 25, son of the mur- 
dered woman, returning home after 
midnight, discovered the dead bodies. 
The gates to the farm were open, cat- 
tle and horses were loose and the front 
door ajar. The mother and sister were 
found in their bedroom’ aressed in 
nightgownhs bespattered with blood. 

The daughter lay upon the floor, her 
head resting against the bed. The 
mother was stretched out, face down- 
ward, beside her. They both had been 
shot, the mother through the head, the 
daughter in the back. Furtner investi- 
gation showed the assassins first fired 
through the windows. The bullet lodged 
in the head of the bed. Both women 
then ran into the bedroom. ‘The door 
was then forced open and the bloody 
work completed. The son gave tne 
alarm and a party soon gathered. Find- 
ing no definite or tangible ciew, they 
rode to Kansas City, fifteen miles dis- 
tant, and reported the murder to the 
local police department. Detectives 
were immediately sent to Liberty, while 
meantime posses were being organized 
at the scene of the crime. : 

Later investigations show it to have 
been cold-blooded murder for the sole 
purpose of robbery. The robber or rob- 
bers first dispatched the women then 
ransacked the house. Fifty dollars, all 
that was secured, was taken from the 
foot of the bed on which the women 
had slept. 

Three years ago a horse was stole” 
from Mrs. Foley, and a man named 
Hoover was convicted and sent to the 
pen. His term recently expired, and it 
is said that he was seen twice in the 
neighborhood lately. A close search is 
being made for him. 

The Coroner’s jury, which began an 
investigation of the tragedy this after- 
noon, was in secret session, and upon 
adjournment were sworn to secrecy. 

Tonight there is a strong sentiment 
against the son and brother, William 
Foley, who first reported the murder, 
and though he has heretofore borne an 
excellent name, he is being closely 
watched. 

Mrs. Foley was a widow, and one 
story is that there had been some fric- 
tion in the family over her persistent 
refusal to partition the family estate 
among her three children. The mur- 
dered daughter is said to have sided 
— her mother in the family dissen- 
sions.

from Addah, on the west coast of 
Africa, to Barbadoes, has received word 
that the vessel was detained at Salt 
Fond for over a month on account of a 
murder which occurred on board of the 
bark at that place. 

On October 2 John Erickson and John 
Bergman, two seamen, got into a dis- 
pute and Erickson plunged a knife into 
Bergman’s body, killing him almost in- 
stantly. At the inquest the authorities 
decided to hold the vessel until’ the 
trial. No further particulars having 


been received, it is supposed the trial }- 


took place early in the present month 
and the vessel was immediately re- 
leased. 


TROUBLE WITH LIBERIA. 


The Navy of the Republic Fires ona 
: British Steamer. 
_ (BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LIVERPOOL; Nov. 18.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The trouble between Great 
Britain and the Republic of Liberia 
is apparently assuming a phase that 
will call for vigorous measures on the 
part of the former. 

The British steamer Benin has ar- 
rived and reports that she was not al- 
lowed by the Liberian authorities to 
communicate with Cape Palomas. As 
the Benin approached that place she 
was fired upon by the Goronomah, the 
sole vessel comprising the navy of Li- 
beria. The reason for the refusal of 
permission for the Benin to call at 
Cape Palomas and for the action of 
the Liberian gunboat are unknown. 


A COMPLETE FIASCO. 


So the Correspondents Regard Gen. 
Gossler’s Debut as Minister. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
LONDON, Nov. 18.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Berlin correspondent of the 
Times says that Gen. Gossler cannot be 
congratulated upon his part in the de- 
bate in the Reichstag. Altogether, the 


correspondent says, this promises badly 


for the security of the government 
measures for military reform. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Berlin describes Gen. Gossler’s debut 
as Ministér of War as a complete fiasco. 
‘‘A more incapable speaker,” the dis- 
patch says, “‘is hardly imaginable. His 
awkward pauses were filled In with de- 
risive laughter and hisses.”’ 


Returns on Fruit. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The Agri- 
cultural Department fruit report for 
November says that in the case of ap- 

les, the standard of comparison has 

een exceeded in no less than eight or 
ten of the northern tier of States which 
comprises the most important winter- 
apple section of the country. In other 
States in this region, as_ the figures 
show, the crop is at best only mediocre. 
Ths returns for pears are nowhere as 
high as for apples, but are generally 
better in those sections where apples 
gave the best returns. The grape prod- 
uct is more uniform the country over 
than for either apples or pears. As 
‘compared with last. year the present 
season has given generally large prod- 
ucts.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Old City “Charter Reviewed—Santa. 
Barbara Mine. 

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 18.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) Santa Barbara 
has ne new charter and not much of an 
old one. In fact there appears to be 
nothing in the form of a charter that 
might be termed the original document. 
The only tangible authority for the 
governmental existence of this city is 


a compilation of statutes now in force | 


in relation to the city of Santa Bar- 
bara. By these statutes certhin grants 
and sales were legalized, a wharf was 
provided for and the city of Santa Bar- 
bara was incorporated. | 

The incorporation act outlines 
city boundaries and provides that a 
Common Couné¢il of five members, a 
Mayor, Marshaly Assessor, Tax Col- 
lector and Police Judge shall be chosen 
the first Monday in April each year, 
and declares that the Mayor and Coun-_ 
cilmen shall serve without pay. By it 
the city is empowered to borrow money 
for the maintenance of a fire depart- 
ment, to erect a city hall and jail; to 
improve streets and plazas, make pro- 
visions for.health and police and for 
such other incidental purposes as the 
administration of the city government 
may require. It authorizes the issu- 
ance of city bonds to the extent of $20,- 
000 and also authorizes levying and col- 
lecting a tax for the payment of inter- 
est, redemption of bonds and for the 
current expenses of the city. This act 
went into effect on the first Monday in 
April, 1874. 

This act was amended 1876, making 
the legal term of office two years: au- 
thorizing the borrowing of $30,000 for 
sewering the city and for opening and 
improving certain streets, and arrang- 


ing for assessing and collecting taxes 


accordingly... 

The act was again amended in 1878, 
compensating the Mayor at the rate 
of $600 per annum and each Council- 
man at the rate of $30 per month. A 
street-improvement act was also passed 
at this time, giving to the Mayor and 
Common Council the full power which 
they have today regarding opening, 
improving, ete., of 
any street, alley, lane, etc., within the 
city limits, authorizing the appoint- 
ment of street commissioners and the 
levying and collecting of taxes, repeal- 
ing all conflicting acts. Another im- 
portant act was passed in 1880, author- 
izing the establishment of a free public 
library and reading rooms. 

These, with minor other acts, coupled 
with the political code. constitute the 
Santa Barbara Gity charter. It can 
scarcely be called a charter, and yet 
it has enabled the people to govern 
themselves economically and make ex- 
tensive improvements. Whether the

Rays in Surgical Practice.’’ 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 18.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) Dr. Reginaid 
H. Sayre of New York, in the Medico- 
Surgical Bulletin of October 21, says: 
“Tt is obvious that these X-rays have 
many useful applications in surgery. 
For instance, it was practicable to 
photograph a fractured limb through 
the plaster of paris casing, thus fur- 
nishing the surgeon with a means of 
determining the condition of the frac- 
ture without removing the plaster 
splint. It was feasible also to take a 
shadoweraph of a pelvis before opera- 
tion, showing the position of the head 
of the femur in the case of congenital 
dislocation, and also after the opera- 
tion, and so demonstrate beyond all 
dispute the exact position of the head 
of the thigh-bone. The X-rays were 
useful also in distinguishing between 
bony and fibrous stiffening of joints. 
In case of true bony stiffening the 
photograph would not show any gap 
between the ends of the bones, as was 
the case in fibrous ankylosis or stif- 
fening. Owing to the translucency of 
the cartilages in young children, skia- 
graphs of club-feet in young subjects 
are not very instructive.” From the 
foregoing we see that persons must not 
expect the X-rays to accomplish any- 
thing beyond the locating of foreign 
bodies in the museles and distinguish- 
ing derangements in the bones, ete. 
On account of the transparency of the 
other bodily structures !ittle or no in- 
formation can be given.

FIESTA PROGRAMME. 


A GENERAL PLAN FOR THE CAR- 
NIVAL ADOPTED. 


A Grand Hlaminated Street Parade, 
a Water Carnival and Other 
Striking Features. 


WILL OPEN WITHA FANCY BALL 


FESTIVITIES WILL EXTEND OVER A 
PERIOD OF FIVE DAYS. 


Indications are Favorable for a Very 
Large Attendance from Abroad. 
Many Eastern and Northern 
Tourists Coming. 


A general plan for the fiesta of 1897 

has been adopted and the machinery 

ed carrying it out has been set in mo- 
on. 

The leading features contemplated by 
the plan are a fancy-dress ball, a grand 
daylight parade, a gorgeous illuminated 
pageant, a water carnival and fire- 
works at Westlake Park, a floral pa- 
rade and children’s exercises.. 

The dates fixed upon are April 20- 
24, inclusive. 

The Committee of Thirty, which will 
have general supervision of the fiesta, 
met yesterday afternoon, nearly all the 
members being present. Great enthu- 
siasm was manifested, especially when 
a representative of the transportation 
interests reported that the outlook was 
favorable for the greatest influg of 
in the hisgory of 
Southern California. He said inquiries 
already received from the East and 
North indicated that hundreds of peo- 
ple contemplated a visit to Los Angeles 
during the carnival season. 

The report of the special committee 
on general plan for the fiesta of 1897 
was received and after discussion and 
some alterations was adopted sub- 
Stantially as follows: 

ORDER AND DATES OF EVENTS. 

Tuesday, April 20, 1897—Evening, 
fancy dress ball. 

Wednesday, April 21—Salute by guns

SOME SUGGESTIONS. 


The report says in regard to the. 


events outlined: 


“The opening of La Fiesta by means 
of a fancy dress ball seems strikingly 
appropriate for the following reasons: 
It prevents making two bites of a 
cherry in the matter of expense of dec- 
orating the Pavilion. It also gives the 
people who furnish the support to La 
Fiesta the first opportunity of seeing 
the Queen, and it likewise enables Her 
Majesty to enjoy the pleasures of the 
ball without first having passed through 
the fatigue of the long round of other 
fiesta events. 

.“On Wednesday morning at about 
sunrise a royal salute should be fired, 
and later in the forenoon music should 
be played in public places, either on 
the porches of the hotels or in the 
—- as may be deemed most advis- 
able. 

“In the afternoon the day parade 
should include Spanish caballeros, Chi- 
nese, military, fire department and uni- 
formed societies, together with any de- 
tachments from war vessels which it 
may be possible to secure. It is not 
deemed advisable to build official floats 
for ‘the day parade, but it would be 
most desirable if outside towns could 
be induced to show their interest in 
our celebration by building floats for 
this parade, and special effort should 
be made in this direction.” 

It is suggested that the Wednesday 


evening concert be placed in the hands 


of a competent committee for design 
and elaboration. 

In regard to the athletic sports set 
down for Thursday afternoon, the re- 
port says: ‘This was one of the most 
successful events of last season, espe- 
cially from a ‘financial point ot view, 
and it should if possible be surpassed 
in attractiveness in 1897.” 

ILLUMINATED PAGEANT. 

“On Thursday evening the great illu- 
minated pageant should be held,” says 
the revort. “It should contain a suf- 
ficient number of floats to make a good 
show, say not less than twenty, and it 
is not deemed desirable to have organi- 
zations on foot in this narade, as the 
latter cannot be shown to good advan- 
tage in the evening. Plenty of music 
should he intermixed with this parade 
to tickle the ear while the eye feasts 
on the magnificence ‘s This 
illuminated pageant should be one that 
will steadily gain in giving the people 
of Southern California a widespread 
reputation for taste. As to the topic 
to be illustrated, the subject 1s so im- 
portant that a snecial committee with 
power to act and to select the subject 
should be appointed at once by the 
Executive Committee. 

FLORAL PARADE. 

“On Friday afternoon the great floral 
parade should be held. It is a note- 
worthy fact that when the.last com- 
mittee made its excellent report and 
invited criticisms and suggestions from 
the public to serve as a guide for the 
next fiesta, the only suggestions offered 
were that the flowers be civen even 
greater prominence than heretofore, and 
that this floral parade be made more 
and more gorgeous every year. The 
sales of seats for the tribunes show 
clearly that this event is the most en- 
joyable and attractive of all of La 


Fiesta. 
WATER CARNIVAL. 

“A water carnival at Westlake 
Park is strongly recommended for Fri- 
day evening. This would be an event 
free to the public, and have the advan- 
tage of being a new feature. It could, 
no doubt, be made very attractive ata 
comparatively reasonable expense. The 
affair should consist of ftreworks,

Unsuccessful Lion H t—Aggravated

SAN PEDRO, Nov,418.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The big lions said to be 
in the deep cafions near Portuguese 
Bend are the object of great excite- 
ment among the local nimrods. A 
party hunted unsuccessfully for the 
beasts Sunday. The members of the 
party were E. C. Weldt; W. S. McIn- 
tyre, John L. de Janett, T. G. Schulze 
and Elmer Wood. They drove about 
seven miles from here, which was as 
far as they could go with a wagon. Then 
came the weary tramp in and out of 
the cafions where the lions were sup- 
posed to be. The men were ‘loaded for 
bear,”’ which in this case meant lion. 
They were also prepared for chance 
shots at wild cats, quail and what not. 
Some of the cafions are very deep and 
when a person has gone down into one 
he sometimes finds it a hard climb to 
get out. One of these seemed to be 
several hundred feet in depth and was 
narrow and thickly lined with shrub- 
bery. At places it was so dark the 
hunters did not think it safe to ven- 
ture. In making their way through the 
cafions one of the party shot a wild cat 
Bo as to break its leg, but he was una- 
ble to catch the brute. Although the 
lions were not found, signs of them 
were freely in evidence at some places. 
Their footprints are somewhat like 
what would be left by a mammoth dog. 
One of the pack of dogs taken for the 
hunt failed to return and the hunters 
wave since been the subjects of much 
raillery by reason of a story to the ef- 
fect they shot the canine in the brush, 

thinking it was a wild animal. 
HARBOR COMMISSION. 

Intense intérest is shown in the visit 
of the harbor commission, which is ex- 
pected to come here in the near future. 
Several citizens expressed their views 
today as to.what action ought to be 
taken here in the way of receiving the 
commissioners.

PRESIDENT-ELECT McKINLEY IS 
UNPLEDGED. 


As The Times has heretofore noted, 
some officious newspapers and individ- 
uals are industriously engaged in fix- 
ing up a Cabinet for President-elect 
McKinley. They ‘would better save 
their breath and conserve their ener- 
gies. At the proper time, and in his 
own good way, President McKinley will 
name his official advisers. That he will, 
choose wisely there can be no doubt. 
It is equally certain that some of the 
Cabinet-makers will be very much sur- 
prised when the appointments are an- 
nounced, and that a great many of the 
guesses Which are made so freely will 
prove to be extremely wide of the 
mark. 

President McKinley will be abso- 


Cabinet officers. He has made no ante- 
election: pledges. He is mortgaged to 
no person, faction, clique or class. His 


and he will keep it free from blot or 
blemish. He will be guided in his 
choice of a Cabinet solely by the per- 
sonal fitness, public achievements and 
political relations of the men whom 
he will select for the several port- 
folios, and not by the demands of this 
or that interest, class or cabal for rec- 
ognition. 

As a matter of course, there will be 
pressure upon the President-elect from 
various sources to influence his Cabinet 
appointments. This is one of the in- 
evitable features of our political prac- 
tice. But President McKinley may 
safely be trusted to estimate all these 
forces at their true value. The crucial 
tests of the campaign have proved him 
to be in the broadest sense of the word 
a statesman, as well as a politician of 
tact, prudence, sagacity and rare judg- 
ment. He will listen to all reasonable 
and legitimate advice, and will test all 
claims in the alembic of his own good 
judgment. But he will draw his own 
conclusions, and will define and follow 


Maj. McKinley will be the President. 

The high character, the unchallenged 
integrity of the President-elect, is a 
guaranty that he will be influenced by 
lofty and,.conscientious motives in all 
his official actions. The public good 
will be his foremost incentive, to which 
all else will be subordinated. He will 
make but few personal or political 
enemies; for friend and foe alike will 
realize that the highest and purest of 
patriotic motives control his actions, 
however widely they may dissent from 
his conclusions. 

In the mean time, it would be well 
for Cabinet-makers and office-seekers 
to cease from their arduous labors and 
allow President-elect McKinley to take 
a much-needed rest. -He made from 
two to a dozen speeches daily from the 
beginning to the end of the campaign, 
and is in great need of quiet during 
the interval which will ensue before 
he assumes the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the Presidency. He is quite 
capable of making his own appoint- 
ments; and if he should require assist- 
ance or advice from any quarter he 
may be trusted to ask for it in his own 
way. It is therefore needless to press 
the claims of candidates upon him so 
far in advance of the time for executive 
action; and it is idle to speculate as to 
his appointments.

This just indicates about what will 
happen in that region in the next two 
years. Tacoma and Seattle, while they 
always have been fairly good business 
points, are both “boom towns,” espe- 
cially the former, which was merely 
started to kill off Seattle by a few 
speculators on the inside of the earlier 
directorate of the. Northern Pacific 
Railroad corporation. In 1877 they 
sent out Col. J. M. Doane as chief en- 
gineer of their western division. He 


recommended that the line be continued 


down the west bank of the Colunibia 
River to the town of Kalarma and 
thence across to the sound, instead of 


leaving the Columbia at the mouthof the 


Snake and crossing to Tacoma through 
the Stampede Pass in the Cascade 
Mountains. This so incensed the Ta- 
coma land ring that they procured. his 
removal. His successor was what they 
needed in their business, and the road 
was built through from North Yakima 
to Tacoma. It is the hardest road to 


‘keep in order and the most costly to 


operate of any in the United States, 
but it made Tacoma a terminus and en- 
abled the speculators to unload, ween 
was all they desired. 

Since that time the two rival cities 

of Tacoma and Seattle have been run- 
ning a close race for supremacy. The 
Great Northern road, which comes into 
the sound country through the Snoqua- 
line Pass and has made its terminus at 
Seattle, has helped the latter place out 
a good deal by bringing in much profit- 
able trade from Yakima and Kittitas 
valleys; and the place always was, by 
reason of its central location, the labor 
exchange of the whole sound country. 
But both cities have been overbuilt 
entirely out of proportion to _ their 
trade and the growth of their tributary 
territory. Neither of them has over 
35,000 bona-fide residents, and yet each 
has upstairs space and office-room 
enough for a city of 125,000 people. 
Offices such as rent for $20 to $30 per 
month in Portland or Los Angeles can 
be had in Seattle for from $12 to $15, 
and in Tacoma for still less. 
As the mortgages reach maturity in 
towns where business is overdone, as it 
is in all those sound towns, there can 
be but one outcome and that is fore- 
closure. To borrow money on new 
mortgages in order to cancel the old 
ones is going to be an uphill job, and 
we fear that many a man will find 
himself a pauper who felt himself 
rich in 1888. The wheat boom of this 
season may afford temporary relief, but 
it will be merely delaying the inevita- 
ble. With the verdict of the new State 
gone out in favor of Populism, the 
financiers of the Atlantic seaboard will 
be slow to aid any projected enter- 
prise there. And she will find herself 
quite as badly off as Kansas, in addi- 
tion to being a good deal further ayAY 
from market. 

We are sorry for this condition of 
affairs, because we do a good deal of 
business with: that section of country. 
They buy our semi-tropical fruits, our 
beans and corn, while we have need of 
their coal and lumber; hence the in- 
terchange of products was desirable 
by both sections.

STATE AND FEDERAL COURTS 
CLASH IN SANTA FE SUITS. 


Judge Myers Appoints a New Re- 
‘ eeiver and Judge Foster Enjoins 
Him from Taking Possession. 


CONFLICT MAY PROVE SERIOUS. 


IF BOTH ORDERS ARE ENFORCED 
MINIATURE WAR MAY RESULT. 


Attorneys for the Railroad Refuse 
to Recognize the Jeffers@a County 
Court—Chicago and Northern 
Pacific Reorganization. 


TOPEKA (Kan.,) Nov. 8.—The Santa 
Fé receivership case yesterday devel- 
oped a direct conflict between the State 
and Federal courts. Anticipating the 
appointment of a new receiver by Judge 
Myers at Oskaloosa, A. A. Hurd, gen- 
eral attorney for the railroad company, 
yesterday obtained a supplemental or- 
der from Judge Foster of the United 
States Circuit Court. The order di- 
rects all the officers and employés of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad Company in the State of Kan- 
sas to continue the operations, man- 
agement and control of said railway in 
the same manner as the same has here-

serious injury of all springs and wa- 
ater-courses dependent thereon for 
their summer water supply. Water 
being particularly of vital importance 
to Southern California, the interests 
of our section demand that action be 
taken for the preservation of the local 
mountain forests. We consider the 
perpetuation of our forests to be a su- 
preme necessity; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that this association 
urgently request our national Congress 
to enact such laws as will secure a 
thorough management and patrol of 
all our forest reservations, and ef- 
fectively stop the wanton and destruc- 
‘tive fires)which at present are 
chiefest foe.

Thousands of admiring visitors gath- 
ered yesterday afternoon and evening 
at the grand opening reception of the 
Greater People’s Store. Every. one was 
anticipating with eagerness the superb 
display, which was advertised to greet 


, and welcome the patrons of the store, 


and long before the hour for opening 
the doors the sidewalk was thronged for 
a couple of blocks on either side, while 
the fortunate first arrivals in the crawd 
planted themselves firmly in front of 
the great entrance doors, flattening 
inquisitive noses against the giass as 
they watched the busy workmen nurry- 
ing about in the inaccessible fairyland 
beyond the barrier of glass, giving the 
last deft touches to the artistic heaps 
of silk. and gauze, and putting about 


the last bunches of roses and chrysan- 
themums. 


Men hurried to and fro, faultlessly 
dressed for an afternoon reception, and 
pretty girls, daintily attired in silks and 
laces, with pretty corsage pouquets, 
forsook their customary posts behind 
the counters, and chattered excitedly 
as they indulged in a preliminary pri- 
vate view of the completed decorations. 

The two hundred canaries, swinging

store. - 
_ Promptly at 3 o’clock the clear notes 
of the bugle rang out, and all the great 
doors swung open simultaneously. In 
a moment the broad aisles were filled 
with a moving*t mass of humanity, 
struggling as best it might, and heav- 
ing to and fro in the effort to see every- 
thing at once. 

Every one was given a coupon for the 
prizes to be awarded in the evening, 
and great was the discussion concern- 
ing just the proper method of deposit- 
ing the tickets, and the chances ot win- 
ning a prize. 

The entire store is a dream of beauty. 
Commercial life was apotheosized into 
a foreshadowing of the ideal snops of 
_ the twentieth century, for well-dressed 

and smiling employés acted yesterday 
as hosts, and did their best to enter- 
tain the throng of guests who came to 
admire their beautiful commodities. 

Overhead is a lacy bower or green, 
twined with flowers, and the entire 
building is like a conservatory. The 
space is so large that the crashing mili- 
tary music of the band was py no. 
means overpowering, and only acted as 
a stimulant to the gay murmur or con- 
versation in the rooms. 

The glory of the building, as far as- 
decorations go, is the dry goods and 
millinery department. Here, every pil- 
lar is twined with smilax and the long 
ropes of delicate green frame all the 
show cases and border all the.shelves. 
Miles of the pretty vine are used, mak- 
ing the entire room a bower of green. 
Smilax is wrapped thickly about every 
gas fixture, and heavy strands of.it are 
festooned from the central brackets 
to the tops of the show-cases on either 
side, making each aisle a long tunnel 
of green. Chrysanthemums of yellow, 
white and red are twined in with the 
vines, giving a charming effect in 
color, and great bowls and jugs of the 
Same gorgeous autumn flower vie with 
tall vases of roses in making every 
nook and corner a thing of beauty. 

In the large glass cases at the front 
a bewildering array of ostrich plumes, 
formed into fans and collarettes of 
every bright and elicate hue; mingle 
with cloudy gauzes, shimmering silks 
and dainty webs of lace in a gorgeous 
mass of color. High lights catch in the 
glittering folds of spangled net, that 
might form ball-gowns for the elves 
of “Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 

Soft, cushioned divans stand around 
in inviting corners, suggesting grate- 
ful repose to the weary sight-seer, and 
mirrors let into wills like panels, assure 
the wearer of many a fetching hat that 
it is on quite straight, and is most 
becoming to her particular type of 
beauty. 

In a cosy nook, where the head mil- 
liner reigns supreme, a charming lit- 

tle wilderness of laces and velvets, 
twisted into the dainty concoctions 
known as theater and reception bon- 
nets, are displayed for the benefit of 
- the elect. The huge mirror is framed in 
smilax and chrysanthemums, and the 
broad leaves of palms stand out in re- 
lief against the white background of 
the partitions. 

Fur rugs lie on the floor and chairs 
stand all about, while pretty screens of 
white and gold silk and cabinets filled 
with bric-a-brac complete the home- 
like look of the pretty place. 

Just at the back of the silk department 
beyond the double row of rich silks 
heaped upon the counters and draped 
from the tops of the show-cases, stands 
the’ crowning decoration of the store, 
a superb floral. piece, about fifteen 
feet high, presented to the store by 
their employés. The broad base is of smi- 
lax and chyrsanthemums, the flowers 
woven into a mat of gorgeous color. 
Above is a huge airy circle of smilax, 
with the words, “Success to the Peo- 
ple’s Store’: outlined in scarlet, white 
and pink carnations against the green. 
. On either side a circular divan, sur- 
rounding a pillar, gave a resting place 
to those who wished to get out of the 
erush for a moment or two of rest. 
The china and glass department extend 
on either side to the back of the build- 
ing, the glittering array of colored 
glass and dainty tinted porcelains, 
dishes, lamps and ornaments showing 


amid a lacework of smilax. . 


In the center is the tall soda foun- 
tain. smothered iff fowers, from which 
the foaming beverages, dear to thirsty 
mortals, were dispensed by. white- 
jacketed attendants. A feminine 
circle, about ten deep, was constantly 
around this fountain of delight to 
‘the temperate,. womanly soul. Gallons 
of ice cream melted away like dew in 
the sunshine, and soda fidzed unceas- 

ly. 

nr the intervals between the num- 
bers on the band programme, musical

The departments of hosiery, ribbons 
and handkerchiefs are exceedingly 
pretty, every display being the dainti- 
est of its kind; and framed in sprays 
of green. Great bowls.of yellow chry- 
santhemums stand upon the counters, 
among the tall stands of silk hosiery 
and cobwebby handkerchiefs, and the 
broad, spiky leaves of palms fill every 
gap and finish every counter. . 

particularly artisitc’ nook is the 
cloak department. Heaps of rich furs 


jaunty jackets are piled upon counters 
and hang on stands. The tall piles of 
boxes are concealed hy golden-yellow 
drapery, over which droops a delicate 
curtain of smilax. An areh of smilax 
and chrysanthemums spans the_ en- 
trance to this part of the store, and 
the floral decoration is artistic and 
effective. 

Among the dress goods and flannels 
the decoration’ is principally of palms, 
to suit the heavier style of the fabrics 
displayed. The prints are draped in 
ggudy folds and the tall piles of mus- 
li ttracts the attention of the thrift 
housewife. 

For the more fastidious there are 
piles of shining linen and damask, the 
snowy folds set off by, the sprays of 
smilax that lie among them, while 
brightly tinted luncheon cloths and 
napkins give just the touch of color 
needed to complete the effect. 

Quite the most artistic part of the 
store is the drapery department, which 
is oriental in its display of rich draper- 
ies and rugs. High at the back are 
two canopied divans, hung with silks 
and piled with cushions, soft and in- 
viting enough to be the resting-place 
of Nourmahal. Smyrna rugs from a 
tapestry for the walls, as effective as 
the arras in an old castle and portieres 
of Japaneese rice beads and bamboo 
hang from the ceiling, forming a 

immering veil. 
gauzes. and delicate 
lace and muslin draperies hang from 
the brass partition rods, and soft fur 
rugs cover the floor space. Here, also, 
are the ropes of smilax and the long 
frounds of the date palm. This de- 
partment rivaled that of the millinery 
in offering a refuge from the crush.

METEORIC SHOWER. 


November Shower of Meteors Ob- 
served by One Faithful Watcher. 
At the last-meeting of the Academy 

of Sciences, President Knight re- 

inarked that on the morning of the ap- 
proaching November 14, it was possi- 
ble that there would be an unusual 


; humber of meteors shooting across the 


Sky, and that they would proceed from 
a radiant in the 
whence they derive the name Leonids. 
He said the great star shower wit- 
nessed in America in 1833 and in Eu- 
rope in 1866, would be repeated in 1899 
or 1900, - the period of the meteoric 
swarm is about thirty-three and one- 
fourth years. But advance guards of 
the swarm usually make their appear- 
ance two or three years earlier, and 
they might reach here this year. 
William Yates arose at 4 a.m. on 
the 14th, and saw a brilliant meteor. 
This was followed by many others, 
sometimes a few seconds and at other 
times a few minutes apart. One mag- 
nificent fireball left a trail across the 
sky which was visible for several min- 
utes. It gradually broadened and then 
slowly disappeared. All but one dis- 
tinctly proceeded from the Sickle in 
the constellation Leo, and hence were 
true Leonids. There will be a still

Davenport, Iowa, and Mustatine, lowa, 
as well as many others, have passed 
resolutions requiring the Typographical 
Union label upon all municipal printing. 

-“A few local low-wage-paying print- 
ers of Los Angeles, headed by the Los 
Angeles Times, are making a_  deter- 
mined effort against this measure. Or- 
ganized labor is a unit in its support of 
the Typographical Union on this mat- 
ter. It is one of the issues in this cam- 
paign. 

“Your reply to the following question 
is requested as early as possible: 

“*Will you, if elected to the office for 
which you are a candidate, carry out 
the above resolution, leaving to the 
proper authority—the courts—the ques- 
tion as to its legality?’

There may be more than two May- 
oralty. candidates in the field if ex- 
Mayor Workman is successfil in hav- 
ing his name placed on the batiot as 
an independent Democratic candidate 
for the office. 

It is well known that friends of Mr. 
Workman had secured his consent to 
make the, race, a few days ago, and 
the work of securing the necessary sig- 
natures to a petition, which is 1e- 
quired to be presented to the City 
Clerk, was at once begun. Under the 
law such a petition must be filed with 
the City Clerk. twenty days before the 
holding of the election. As the elec- 
tion is to be held on December 7, the 
clerk decided that at midnight of No- 
vember 16, the time in which such pe- 
titions could be filel would expiré, 

The friends of ex-Mayor Workman 
fancied that the evenings of Novem- 
ber- 17 would be within the legal limit, 
and did not attempt to jile their peti- 
until that iime. But the City 
Clerl. was. not willing to receive the 
petition then. He in fact declined to 
so to do, and mandamus proceedings 
were accordingly begun yesterday to 


“compel him to accept and file the pe- 


tition which will result in “Mr. Work- 
mats name being vlac*a on the mu- 
baliot. 

Mr. Luckenbach claims that in re- 
fusing the petition he acted upon the 
City Attorney’s advice, given to him 
on Monday, but also says that *he at- 
torney reversed his opinion yesterday, 
saying that the petition might be re- 
ecived. The City Attorney, on the con- 
trary, denies that he has rendered any 
opinion of any sort in the matter— 
and there vou are! Jt will remain for 
the court to decide the question. 

Snyder and his clique have not been 


sparing in denunciation of ex-Mayor 


Workman's action in allowing his 
name to go upon the ballot as an in- 
dependent Democratic candidate. The 
changes have been rung by this clique 
upon the cry of “railroad manipula- 
tion,” the intimation being. that 
Southern Pacific influence has been re- 
sponsible for Mr. Workman's candi- 
dacy. Thé charge is so puerile that 
its reiteration excites laughter among 
those who know the nature of the sup- 
port which Snyder is receiving. 

The head and front of the Southern 
Pacific, in local Democratic politics, 
has, for several years, been found in 
the firm of Ramish & Marsh. These 
men, by what are known as shrewd 
business methods, have made a small 
fortune in the street-grading business, 
combined with an active participation 
in politics. So notorious is their con- 
nection with the Southern Pacific that 
in this year’s Democratic conventions 
the railroad’s own employés took their 
cues and orders from the firm on the 
convention floor, and no secret was 
made of the matter either. Rather, the 
Ramish-Marsh-Mitchell outfit gloried 
in their employment, and made merri- 
ment of the situation by labeling each 
other as “Uncle Collis’s henchman!” 

Ramish and Marsh are the men who 
conceived Snyder as a Mayoralty can- 


diate. They personally circulated the 
petition in which Snyder was asked 


to stand for the nomination in the 
Democratic City Convention. All the 
support which their machine, a fairly 
well-greased piece of apparatus, could 
give. was exerted in Snyder's behalf. 
With Ramish and Marsh as Snyder’s 
sponsors, political god-fathers and fu- 
ture guardians, it becomes apparent 
that a huge joke is being perpetrated, 
when Ramish and Marsh raisea hulla- 
baloo about ex-Mayor Workman's can- 
didacy being a piece of railroad-water 
company machination.

MONEY EASY. Financial affairs in 
the city have resumed their normal 
condition and are now about as they 
were before the free-silver agitation 
began to assert itself. Bankers report 
money freer, although the demand is 
not yet active. The chief reason for this 
is that merchants are buying and have 
no present use for accommodation. 
Rates for money are not higher now 
than they were at this time last year. 
Call loans of satisfactory security are 
being made at 5 per cent., and time 
loans at from 7 to 9 per cent. These 
rates are about the same as are quoted 


at San Francisco and eastern money 
centers, 


COMMERCIAL. 

DRIED FRUITS. The shipments of 
dried fruits from California to eastern 
poirts last month (October) are the 
heaviest on record. This is due to the 
advance in prices on eastern markets 
for nearly all kinds of dried fruits. 
There are no signs as yet that the un- 
usually heavy eastern apple crop has 
prejudicially affected the demand for 
California dried fruits. . 


WOOL MARKET. The hardening of 
values in nearly all grades and kinds 
of wool that followed the election has 
been well sustained. Eastern advices 
quote Territory wools at 31 to 32 cents 
for scoured, fine medium and fine, with 
choice staple lots at 33 to 35 cents. This 
is an advance of from 6 to 8 cents over 
prices of two.months ago. Australian 
wools are reported in good demand 
and higher. Carpet wools were quiet

AFRICAN COTTONSEED. A new 
kind of cottonseed has been discovered 
in Africa which is said to produce 
plants over twenty feet in height and 
that will yield on even poor land from 
two to four bales to the acre. The Dry 
Goods Economist in speaking of it, 
says: “It is said that so alarmed are 
certain cotton raisers that they have 
offered a gentleman who has the seed 
in his possession a large sum of money 
if he will destroy it. Of course the re- 
sult of such a method would last but 
a short time. If there is any merit 
in this cottonseed others would soon 
bring it over. It is claimed, moreover, 
that such a seed would benefit rather 
than injure the planters of the cotton 
belt, since if such crops could be ob- 
tained the cotton acreage’ could be cor- 
respondingly decreased, and the land 
thus left vacant could be employed for 
cultivating other products.” 


SHORT RICE CROP. Advices are 
that the rice crop of the Southeastern 
and Southern is, this year, a 
short one. Asa resu'!t, there has been 
a sharp advanee in prices. Present 
ruling prices are from i te 14 cents 
a pound higher than last yea~. It is 
reported that Louisiana rice is being 
extensively held back. Another rea- 
son for the advance is that the foreign 
supply which, in former years, has 
strongly competed with the home 
product, is scare and unusually dear, 
the crops of Japan and Java being 
only moderate,. with rates of freight re- 
markably high. °

soon disappeared. It was soon found that 
nearly 150,000 bushels had already been taken 
here for export, partly No. 2 spring, which.

December; the second Liverpool cable was 
decidedly better and the reports that farmers 
deliveries were falling off were confirmed by 
the Northwest receipts, Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reporting 805 carloads as compared with 
935 last year. Under the influence of such 
news the sentiment soon got bullish, the 
shorts took fright and covered freely, while 
thé friends of wheat, who have been held 
in check for some days by the downward 
tendency, had their courage renewed and were 
The most important news, how- 
ever, and the real sustaining influence of the 
market came from the seaboard. Australian 
purchases in San Francisco were reported at 
three cargoes yesterday up to the close of :

day. South Africa was also a purchaser of 
500,000 bushels and an Australian cablegram 
to a San Francisco merchant said that that 
country would still require about 4,500, 
bushels.

BOWERS MAY CONTEST THE ELEC- 


TION OF CASTLB. 


Alleged Irregularities in the Bal- 
lotse—Repentant Voters—Wave of 
Divorces—Razor Thief Resists an 
Officer—Death of Gen. El H. 
Murray. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 18.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) It looks as if the Hon. 
W. W. Bowers would contest the elec- 
tion of Castle in the Seventh Congress 
District. Mr, Bowers has not yet an- 
nounced his determination to do s80, 
but certain seeming irregularities. in 
the ballots may make a contest im- 
perative. In two of the twelve coun- 
ties of this district the ballots bore 
the name of Castle for Congressman 
twice. In the remaining ten counties 
Castie’s name was on the ballots but 
once. This glaring difference in the 
ballots is regarded as a matter need- 
ing close investigation. Because of the 
irregularity in voting twice for Castle 
it is believed that 150 votes for him 
will he declared illegal in this county 
alone, should the matter be contested. 
Certainly the law did not contemplate 
the voting of two or more kinds of 
ballots for the same candidate. Cas- 
tle’s name appeared on ballots as the 
regular nominee of the Democratic 
party. As a matter of fact, Castle was 
not the nominee of the Democratic 
party in the regular way, but was 
put on the ticket under false colors, 
as it were, through the efforts of a 
combination of politicians who-entered 
into a dicker in, order to trap votes. 
Castle was not Democracy’s regular 
nominee. To place his name on the 
ticket as such is regarded as irregular. 

For years voters of this district 
have elected Bowers, partly on ac- 
count of his opposition toC. P. Hunt- 
ington. Many of these voters, includ- 
ing the silver party, are now realizing 
that in turning down Bowers they 
have acted just as Huntington desired. 
By electing Castle they will put a 
man in Congress of absolutely no in- 
fluence, whereas by retiring Bowers, an 
outspoken enemy of the Southern Pa- 
cific would be removed. With the end 
in view of defeating Bowers the South-- 
ern Pacific adroitly secured the issuing 
of an order from the National A.P.A. 
headquarters in favor of Castle and 
against Bowers, It is readily seen that 
the voters of this district have made 
a big.mistake in allowing Castle to 
come to the front. The settlers for 
whom Bowers worked so ardently and 
successfully in Congress appear to 
have been overcome by the glamor of 
Bryanism, and been led thereby into 
the fold of Castle and old man Hunt- 
ington is laughing and appreciating the 


truth of the saying ‘“‘What fools these 
mortals be,”

DEATH OF GEN. E. H. MURRAY. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 18.—(Special.) A 
dispatch from Bowling Green, Ky., 
announces the death of Gen. Eli H. 
Murray this afternoon. Gen. Mur- 
ray left here several weeks ago in a 
critcal condition, but his death causes 
surprise and grief. He was born in 
Kentucky in 1844. At the age of 17 he 
entered the war as major of a regiment 
of Federal Kentucky cavalry and 
served with great gallantry, soon be- 
coming colonel of the regiment and 
one of the most daring officers in the 
service. In Sherman’s march to the 
sea he commanded a brigade of cav- 
alry under Kilpatrick, and was made 
a general officer. At the close of the 
war he was United States Marshal at 
Louisville, and later he was appointed 
Governor of Utah, which office he filled 
with distinction in upholding national 
authority when polygamy was over- 
turned. Afterward he came to this city, 
where he was engaged in mining and 
irrigation enterprises until attacked 
by an incurable disease a few months 
ago. Gen. Murray figured prominently 
in California politics and was greatly 
respected by thousands on this Coast 
and throughout the nation. He leaves 
a widow, son and daughter. His re- 
mains will be taken to Louisville for 
burial. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 18.—Gen. Murray 
enjoyed the distinction of having been 
the youngest brigadier-general in the 
Union army during the civil war. He 
received that rank by brevet before he 
was 21 years old, having only a short 
time before been promoted to be colonel 
when his commander, Col. James 8. 


Jackson, was killed at the battle of 


Perryville, Ky. 

During the Hayes administration 
Gen. Murray was Governor of Utah. 
He came to San Diego in 1887 and has 
been prominent here in political, social 
and business affairs. He went back sev- 
eral weeks ago to his old home in 
Bowling Green.

WHEAT GROWING IN THE SANTA 
ANA VALLEY. 


Library Truktees’ Meeting—Ratifica- 
tion and Barbecue in the La 
Habra Valley—The Old Folks at 
Tustin—Better Public Highways. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 18.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) It is not at all impos- 
Sible that wheat will yet becomg as 
much of a crop in the Santa Ana Val- 
ley as barley, and perhaps more. Un- 
til quite recently it has been considered 
too near the coast in this valley to raise 
good wheat; in fact, it has been almost 
impossible to raise the product on ac- 
count of the prevalence of rust in al- 
most all pdértions of the county. A 
number of years ago a small amount of 
Defiance wheat was sown, and it did 
very well, but thegmillers claimed that 
the product was not good for milling, 
and in fact was fit only for a good 
grade of chicken feed. This so discour- 
aged 
raise much more of this variety of 
bread stuff, but turned their attention 
to barley. As a result about 50,000 
acres of barley has been raised In the 
valley in one season. 

From indications now the farmers 
will probably change their crop to a 
considerable extent. FE. P. Stafford, 
secretary of the Olive Milling Com- 
‘pany, informed a representative of The 
Times today that it has been ascer- 
tained that the Defiance wheat is 
among the best of milling wheat, not- 
withstanding the fact that it has here- 


good grade of chicken feed. | 
Recently the Olive Milling Company 
secured a new miller, a Mr. Van Pelt, 
and to him may_be given the credit of 
discovering the merits in this variety 
of wheat.

-As a result of this discovery and the 
further. fact that wheat has been im- 
proving in price for the past few 
months, the farmers of this valley are 
preparing to sow a much larger acre- 
age of this product than was grown 
last year. Not more than 10,000 sacks 
were raised in the valley last year, and 
it is estimated now that at least 40,000 
sacks will be grown next season. By 
those who are in a position to know it 
is claimed that wheat will yield at 
least 80 ner cent. of a barley crop, and 
it can always be marketed at from 8&0 
to 100 per cent. more than barley. Thus 
it can be plainly seen that it will be far 
more profitable for the farmer to raise 
wheat than barley, now that the wheat 
can be made into a good grade of flour. 
The Santa Ana Valley now promises to 
become as famous in the not distant fu- 
ture for its wheat fields as it has been 
in the past for its barley fields.
